DOWN A COAL MINE. 

The pit which I visited was in Silvcrdale. It was a modern 
mine with baths on the pithead where men who came to work 
in their best clothes changed into working clothes, and later had 
a bath after the day's work, and changed back into their best 
clothes again. 

About six of us walked towards the cage which was situated 
amongst a cluster of sheds containing machinery of different 
kinds. Dressed in our old clothes, and each carrying an electric 
lamp, we entered the cage and waited for the whistle, which was 
the signal that all was ready for the start. The cage dropped 
at a terrific speed and gave me quite a thrill. The walls of the 
shaft were like glass with water streaming gently down towards 
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the bottom of the pit, soon to 1 m; pumped tip by machinery ‘ 
the pithead. Soon the cage came to a ntancistill.aml wcclambere 
out into a great wide tunnel which was lit by electric lamps. 
Thor# was an underground railway with trucks of coal tilled 
ready to be taken to the surface. We were told to climb into 
some empty trucks which took u«> along the main coal vein, and 
after travelling about two miles l noticed that the air was getting 
stuffy and hot, while the lights seemed to be duller than before. 
When wc got out of the trucks we went along a much smaller 
tunnel, which led to where the men were actually cutting the 
coal. These tunnels were called galleys, and they were very low 
in places and very narrow. Soon we had to crawl along, and 
this made my back ache, especially when wc had to crawl along 
a floor which sloped like the side of a roof. I once lost my balance 
and rolled against the props used to hold up the roof. It was 
little comfort to me to think that if anything happened we 
should have to crawl backwards to get out, because it was im¬ 
possible to turn around in such a narrow gtilley. The coal dust 
and stone dust which lay inches deep blistered my feet badly, 
and now and again there seemed to come to my nostrils a slight 
whiff of gas, which made me think of the terrible Grcsford disaster. 

I would have liked to have turned back then but 1 knew I could 
not. However, we arrived at the coal face and saw how the 
men blow' the coal out, and then cut it up ready for loading in 
the trucks. The men were stripped to the waist owing to the 
great heat, and after a good look at the coal wc returned a different 
way. It was easier this way because the trucks went along this 
route, and we were warned to keep well away from the lines 
because so many accidents arc caused by the moving trucks. 
When wc reached the pit bottom again we climbed into the rage 
along with men who had been working in other gulleys, and the 
cage ascended at great speed. 

I was very relieved w hen 1 sprang out into the fresh air, and I. 
immediately breathed deeply. I was then shown to a bathroom, 
where 1 changed and felt a good deal better after a hot bath. 

You may be certain that 1 was not in a great hurry to go 
down a coal mine again, and I often think of the men w'ho work 
so hard and light-heartedly in such dangerous places.

A NORTH SEA RESCUE. 


One of the North Sea's most thrilling rescues in modern 
times occurred in February last, when the crew of nineteen of 
the Norwegian freighter Trym were rescued by the motor ship 
Venus. 

The Trym was bound for M iddlesborough with a cargo of 
iron-ore when a severe storm broke out, and though the men 
worked desperately pumping water out of the ship, they soon 
realised it was in vain. The wireless operator sent out an S.O.S. 
message and the Venus, which was near at hand, raced at full 
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speed to the rescue. Owing to the tremendous sens it could not 
get near the sinking vessel so a lifeboat was launched and was 
in constant danger of being dashed against the Trvm’s sides by 
the mountainous waves. Then, when all hope of success had gone, 
a young seaman of the Trvm named Perry Opsahl, leaped into 
the raging sea with a lifebelt around him and swam gallantly 
towards the lifeboat. After a hard and fearful struggle he 
reached it and the rope was made fast. Five men were rescued 
by means of this rope, but the lifeboat was then smashed to 
pieces against the sides of the Venus. Then they poured oil 
on to the sea in order to calm it, and the Venus was able to g<-t 
nearer the damaged Trym. They fired a rocket which fell short, 
but on the second attempt they succeeded in getting a rope 
across, and were then able to drag the crow to the Venus, who 
looked like drowned rats. Thus was the heroism of the gallant 
sailors rewarded, and on her arrival at Newcastle the Venus was 
loudly cheered by throngs of people.and the brave Opsahl received 
a medal.

A VISIT TO MESSRS. ELKES’ BISCUIT FACTORY. 

On Thursday, July ist, 1937, the top Form of our School 
paid a visit to Elkes’ Biscuit Factory. 

Our guide first of all took us to the laboratory where all the 
material that comes to the factory is tested. We then passed 
to the huge mixer where the dough is mixed. .As wc watched 
this process we were told that the dough consisted of butter, 
sugar, flour, and different chemicals. It was then laid out ready 
to be cut. Two men were busy turning it over and over, and 
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after the rolling it passed down wide belts to be stamped and cut. 
the waste from round the biscuits being separated as they were 
passing by on the belts into the huge ovens to be baked. As wc 
passed ie ovens our guide switched on a light, which gave us 
an excellent view of the biscuits being baked. Round about 
these ovens it was very hot, but the workers got on with their 
work and were merrily singing to the wireless. 

On the opposite side of the factory we saw the most up-to- 
date machinery which put the name of the biscuits on them and 
also baked them. 1 his machinery was particularly silent as it 
worked. 

In another department the cream was put between the biscuits, 
and when this was done the biscuits passed forward on a belt to 
the girls who were busy packing them in tins. When the tins 
were packed the various labels were stuck on them and they 
were taken to the store room. 

We all thought this visit very interesting, and as we left 
the factory we were each given a packet of biscuits. We are very 
proud to think, that we were given the privilege of visiting the 
factory and are very grateful to Messrs. Elkes.
